The  District  is  largely  rural  in  character  and  consists  of  fifty-one  parishes.  The  density 
of  population  is  0.15'  persons  per  acre  and  the  Housing  Factor  is  2.5  persons. 

Agriculture  is  the  largest  industry.  Ironstone  quarrying  and  the  great  Corby  Steel  Works 
of  the  British  Steel  Corporation  together  with  many  smaller  industries  e.g.  footwear  manufacture, 
boat  making,  grain  preparation,  seed  dressing,  toy  manufacture  and  manufacture  of  cardboard  boxes 
all  provide  employment. 

The  Rate  of  unemployment  in  the  Corby  area  was  3.2^;  in  Kettering  area  it  was  1.3%  and  the 
National  Rate  was  3.5^  of  the  working  population.

COMMENTS  ON  UITAL  STATISTICS 

lo  POPULATION g-  The  Registrar  General’s  mid=year  estimate  of  population  1972*  was  16,670.  This  figure 
represents  a  decrease  of  1.10  in  the  population  since  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1971  was  made. 

2*  BIRTHSg-  There  were  218  live  births  in  1972*  which  is  a  decrease  of  49  in  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate  of  13d  per  1,000  population.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  1971  was  15,9,  This  rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex 
composition  of  the  population*  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  14,8,  The  adjusted*  or  o erected  birth 
rate  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a  figure  known  as  the  Comparability  Ta  tor.  This 
factor  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  its  value  for  Oundie  &  Thrapstoo  Rural  District  is 
id3.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  14,8  compares  with  the  rate  of  17,3  for  19 d  and  the  provisional 
crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  14,8, 


3*  DEATHS g-  There  were  207  death  from  all  causes  in  1972,  The  figure  for  last  year  was  1.73  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rates  are  12,4  and  10.3  per  1*000  population.  In  the  same  way  as 
described  in  the  case  of  2.  Births  above,  the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a  further 
Comparability  Factor.  Its  value  for  the  Rural  District  is  0,96  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  corrected 
by  means  of  this  calculation  is  found  to  be  11.7.  The  provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole  is  reckoned  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  12.1.  The  chief  causes  of  death  are  Heart 
disease,  Cerebral  Apoplexy  and  Cancer*  in  that  order. 


4.  INFANT  MORTALITY There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
is  18.3  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  in  1971  was  15.0  and  the  provisional  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  17.0,  One  of  these  deaths,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table,  occurred  in  the 
first  month.  This  method  of  expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal  Mortality  and  the  rate  for 
1972  is  4.6  per  1,000  live  births.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0.  The  causes  of

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental 
health  within  the  Rural  District,  for  which  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  < ■oncer  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of 
the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Nort: .amptons' ire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of  tne  Nations. 

Health  Service  Act, 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Farilitlesg-  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Peterborough  and  the  Department  of  Pathology 
Kettering  and  District  Hospital  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  disease.  Three  faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Services-  This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  and  the 

area  is  adequately  covered. 

Domiciliary  Servicesg°  These  include  District  Nurses.,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly 
trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  S'erii  .e,  also 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries 
during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  m  their  own  homes,  so  that 
they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence.

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Upon  request  to  the  local  health  visitor  the  estate  car  will  call  at  any  other  village  to  convey 
any  mother  to  the  nearest  site  of  the  mobile  clinic.  Thus  child  welfare  facilities  are  now  available  to 
all  mothers  in  the  district. 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination  -  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 
and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services  available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the 
County  Child  Health  Clinicso  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.CoGo  vaccination  to 
protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 

A  vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  available  and,  in  accordance  with 
the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a  campaign  for  the  control  of  and,  it  is  hoped,  ultimate 
eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

National  Assistance  Acts  1948  and  1951  Section  47  -  These  Acts  give  Local  Authorities  powers  to  enable 
them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are 
unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people. 

It  was  necessary  to  invoke  this  Section  of  these  Acts  on  two  occasions  during  the  year. 

Several  cases  were  visited  at  the  request  of  General  Practitioners  but  I  was  able  to  arrange  for 
sufficient  supportive  care  in  the  home  and  in  this  way  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  under  Section  47 
of  these  Acts  was  avoided.
